Upland Council 


The Upland city council last night authorized City Man- 
ager R. G. Manley and Police Chief Eugene L. Mueller to take 
immediate steps for the employment of two part-time crossing 
guards for the Arrow highway intersections at Fifth and 


Euclid avenues. 


The action was taken after the council had heard a plea 
of Lewis Moore, of the Upland Junior high school faculty 
and member of the Upland safety council, for protection of 


school 
those streets on their way to and 
from school. Moore recommended 


the employment of the part-time 
guards as the best solution to the 
problem at the present time. 

In response to the query of 
Councilman Paul Hottel as to the 
possibility of a student traffic pa- 
trol, Moore stated that legal coun- 
sel for the San Bernardino county 
schools advised strongly against 
the use of students. 

Legal Angle 

The legal responsibility of 
schools for the welfare of the stu- 
dents and the cost of liability in- 
suranee to protect that responsi- 
bility makes such a measure im- 
possible at present, said Moore. 
The Upland teacher also stated 
that many schools in California 
are abandoning the student guard 
system. 

Moore presented a petition sign- 
ed by eight Upland elementary 
school teachers which read: ‘We 
teachers watch children cross Ar- 
row highway daily and _ realize 
the danger from automobiles. We 
want a boulevard stop sign plac- 
ed there (at the Fifth avenue 
intersection) or a crossing guard.” 

William Amberson, safety coun- 
cil member, declared that it was 
his belief that a death would oc- 
cur on Arrow highway soon un- 
less something was done immed- 
iately and stated that there are 
undoubtedly several elderly men 
in Upland who would be glad for 
part-time work as a guard, 

Other View 

Mayor Eugene G. Nisbet stated 
it was his firm belief that more 
constructive steps should be taken 
for safety measures in which 
youths can participate. 

_ “The hiring’ of an old man and 
putting a cap on his head is not 
the. real solution if we are really 
anxious to do a real job,” said the 
mayor. “I still feel the students 


can dg the best job themselves if: 


they are given good training.” 
However, the mayor and coun- 
cilmen agreed that even though 
they feel student patrols and ed- 
ucation to be the best method of

\Marshall Asks 
Russians To 
State Aims 


LONDON (/)—Secretary of 
State Marshall urged the foreign 
ministers council today to “drop 
generalities” and “try to find out 
what each delegation really has 
in mind” for settling peace terms 
with Germany. 

Marshall attacked Soviet For- 
eign’ Minister Molotov’s almost 
daily demands for quick creation 


of a central German government 
and. declarea: 


“Any German government call- 
ed upon to administer a Germany 
divided as it is today by the pol- 
icies of the occupying powers 
would be a shame and a delusion.” 

Marshall led off today’s council 
discussion on Germany’s economic 
future and his prepared statement 
of 1,000 words was handed to re- 
porters shortly after the meeting 
convened. ? : 

His declaration evidently mark- 
ed the beginning of the long ex- 
pected American effort here to 
determine whether there are solid 
chances for agreement on the 
future of Gerfmany at this confer- 
ence. 

The- United States, Marshall de- 
clared, favors ‘“‘the establishment 
of a provisional govenment at the 
earliest possible moment but we 
regard it as dangerous to the s¢- 
curity of the allied nations and to 
the peace of the world as well as 
cruelly misleading to the Ger- 
mans themselves to pretend that 
mere setting up of a central Ger- 
man govenment would result in 
healing the division of Germany.”

Themselves As Often Anymore 


SACRAMENTO (P)—If Cali- 
fornia are slackening their kill- 
ings on the highways, as the re- 
cent holiday experience seems to 
indicate, the autoists, themselves, 
are entitled to the credit.

Peterson declared the drivers 
crdinarly cause most of the ac- 
cidents. and that their education 
is the best hope of keeping hu- 
man blood off the pavements. 

If a vehicle has bad lights or 


faulty brakes, his thesis runs, | 


it is the driver’s fault. 

“Sloppy maintenance will show 
itself in sloppy driving,” and it’s 
therefore incorrect to blame a 
nieChanical failure on anyone but 
the motorist. 

“A good, sound traffic safety 
program,” is his aim—something 
which could begin, he _ believes, 
in such a move as the seven- 
second radio transcriptions now 
being aired: “Don’t let déath 
take your holiday!”

There is, however, a weakness 
in this strategy.

They are 
not outside society assaulting it, 
but inside society pulling it down 
upon theif own heads. An fsolat- 
ed strike is ah assault by a rel- 
atively stall number 6n a single 
strategic point. Ih it the strikers 
have a chance to win by embar- 
rassing the stable areas. But a 
general strike, or simultancous 
strikes directed ‘at key points in 
the écondmy 8d as effectively to 
disemploy all workers, is an as- 
sault by everybody against every- 
body. Sitice each peévson i§ part: 
of everybody, no one éstapes in- 
jury. The masses thus aré mob- 
ilited Apainst the fiasses. 

Now if these masses clearly and 
consciously conéentrate on a sin- 
gle objective—such as: throw out 
the government; all power to the 
communist party; and all hail to 
the gréat Ieader, Stalin — then 
they are likely to win, and by win- 
nihg accept new leaders and lift 
the sigge. In Italy and France, 
howéver, the Iéaders cannot mob- 
ilize under 8uch slogans. They 
must mobilize on demands for bet- 
ter wages and working conditions. 
But when everything is paralyz- 
ed there are no wages and no 
working conditions at all. The 
workers themselves then are be- 
sieged and starving, hoist on their 
own petard. 

When such a point is reached 
the question of “democratic” pro- 
cedures becomes minor. The 
siege has to be lifted. The min- 
ority who created it—the leaders 
of the workers—cannot lift it be- 
cause that would be defeat. But 
it must be lifted—constitutional- 
ly if possible, unconstitutionally if 
necessary. For the nation has to 
be returned to law, even if to ar-
